Good hello! I used to do NEGATlVFAN:The Negativland Fanzine,and I'm truly pleased 
that Don Fields has taken it over,as NEGATIVFANBOYLAND! Figured I'd contribute a 
little something about OVER THE EDGE,the radio show that Negativland has been a 
part of since 1981. 

It was in '81 that th band met Don Joyce,the host of Over the Edge;he invited them to 
be resident performers,and they- took him into the band.Negativland is not on every week, 
and lately they haven’t appeared as often as they used to,but there's a wealth of great stuff 
they’ve done on the show,which has been re-released on CDs and cassettes.(Over the Edge, 
by the way,airs Thursday nights(early Fri. mornings)from midnight to 3 am(some weeks 
until 5 am)on KFPA-FM 94.1 in Berkeley,CA. Some shows have been re-broadcast on 
other stations,like WZRD-FM in Chicago. 

Each Over the Edge show focuses on a different topic,ranging from UFOs to advertising, 
from the quirkiness of The Weatherman to the genius of Frank Zappa,and so on.Don Joyce 
is always there and serves as producer and mixer.His aliases include media critic Crosley 
Bendix and psychologist Dr. Oslow Norway.Mark Hosier has appeared as everything from 
Mickey Mouse to Negativland’s "manager",Paul McGoonis.David Wills,of course,is the 
Weatherman,while Chris Grigg has done a number of characters.Richard Lyons isn’t really 
on the show(or with the group)much anymore,but he's played 70s revivalist Dick Vaughn, 
preacher Pastor Dick,and auto expert Dick Goodbody.. 

SST put out four OTE distillations,JAMCON 84,PASTOR DICK,THE WEATHERMAN,and 
DICK VAUGHN.Negativland is in the process of re-releasing thesefthe first two I mention¬ 
ed are now out),with extra material(THE STARTING LINE,originally the B-side of 
JAMCON 84,is now out as its own CD).Oh,by the way,these are CD only. 

Negativland’s other OTE CDs are CROSLEY BENDIX:THE RADIO REVIEWS,THE WILLS- 
. APHONE STUPID SHOW,THE TIME ZONES EXCHANGE PROJECT,and SEX DIRT,all on 
their own Seeland label.But you can get complete,uncut OTE shows from a variety of 
sources,including Don Joyce himself(497 43rd St.,Oakland,CA 94607),yours truly(Bob 
Nelson,75 Hale St.,#l,BeverIy,MA 01915) and Mofo Outreach Ministry(PO Box 2704,Reno, 
NV 89505). Don sells them;Mofo and yours truly sell or trade. 

OTE shows are fun to listen to...at times funny or serious,perhaps creatively making a 
point about something(like the necessity of copyright infringement,why radio is often as 
boring as it is,why the media goes for sensationalism,etc.).Some typical shows:"Zapped" (a 
5-hour tribute to Zappa,with rare stuff & interviews),"Advertising Secrets","The J Brigade" 
(some of which was just re-issued on the PASTOR DICK CD;Pastor Dick offers Christian 
stuff for the kiddies),"The Weatherman’s Blind Date","The Willsaphone Stupid Show CD 
Release Party",and so on.l truly enjoy these shows,especially because they’re not only fun 
to listen to,but also because Negativland's "characters"(Weatherman,Crosley,Pastor Dick) 
have made me smile and almost seem like "family" to melWhere else can you hear the 
Weatherman play his "family tapes”,take a tour of Disneyland with all sorts of fun trivia, 
and hear the band jam on such things as "180-G” and "Sue Ridgewater"? The CD re- 
releases are fun,but it's also LOTS of fun to hear the unedited cassettes with shows that 
may or may not ultimately be re-issued.And who knows,some of the bits you hear may 
wind up as cuts on a future Negativland album(as has happened with "Guns" and "Sex 
Dirt").Plus many OTE shows feature live Negativland performances,or outtakes of such 
things as "Guns" or "U2”. 

So check out OVER THE EDGE...with these tapes,you don’t have to live in the Bay Area 
to enjoy great radioiThere’s absolutely no other possibility! 


Yup, it's THAI Bob ’Former NegativBob' Nelson! Anyways, he’s still in the swing of things 
(whatever that means) and continues to publish his general interest zirie 'Raccoon Times’ 
and is neck-deep in tape dubbin' and tradin’ through his contributions to MGR) Outreach 
Ministry (see eleswhere) and his own video & audio lists! Write to Boh and you'll have a 

trading buddy for life....trust me!

’Negativland’ has wisely desided not to make this disc a straight trans¬ 
fer from the SST cassette version as in the past DTE reissues. This time 
out, only the first and last 16 (or so) minutes are used as bookends with 
the additional tracks sandwiched inbetween. 


The packaging is elaborate as ’Sex Dirt’ and ’The Starting Line’. Inside, 
you’ll find a handy edition of ’Pastor Dick's Flagship Faith' ("Vol. 17 #1"). 

The little booklet contains such features as 'Ask Pastor Dick', 'Family On 
Focus' (with an eyeball next to the titlehead), 'Kid Klub' and a typicaly 
lame Christian joke page, 'Don’t Think Just Laff!'. There's also a handy dona¬ 
tion envelope (...to possibly fund the next album, eh?). The whole thing was 
designed by the band, Barbra Smith and Sean Tejaratchi of 'Craphound' and 
’Feudin' with Robert "The Sexy Christian" Dupreeee' fame. 

The opening track is one of the additional tracks. "A Thrilling Choice, 
Dayle Embree Testifies' finds the OTE crew "in a unexpectedly conservative 
mood" by having Ms. (or is that 'Mr.') Dayle Embree introducing Embree Jr. 
introducing Pastor Dick Seeland and the first 16 minutes of the cassette 
version AND the rest of the show. 

What then follows is the additional tracks: 'Hell Car' has the good 
pastor calling up a Christian radio show and asks if he would be setting 
a good example by driving around in a Dodge Demon...the host's answer is 
quite a# highlight! 'Men's Continental Faith Breakfast Incorporated' (track 
4) finds Dick as a featured speaker at this power breakfast group; he dose 
Dick Goodbody's ground coffee joke and starts to sing 'Your First Day In 
Heaven' (with lyrics about angles as maids and "You were glad you were 
not idle/You were dying to read the bible!", etc.). What then follows is a 
funny round of callers subjecting Dick to their own bible quiz...and other 
questions. 

'Christianity & The Cults' is a segment that gives Dick a chance to 
investegate those who practice "the false doctrine", this time, it's the Mormons! 
After playing a LDS propaganda record on dating, Dick grabs the Weatherman 
into the discussion, "God, this is boring!' he whins and Dick is forced to 
continue his quitely desprate mission all by himself. 


From tracks 6 through 9, things go down hill for the poor pastor as 
scattered noise, phone calls, samples and general ch'aos in the studio gets 
out of hand...and that's when the infamous "Fuck You" guy comes in...43 
times. By then, the Weatherman asks the now smashed Dick, "is this your 
last broadcast?". What a punchline. 
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These bonus tracks and the packaging makes this ’Dick' a fine addition 
to any OTE collection, including for those who already have the original 
cassette (though this might exclude those who have the 'J Brigade' tapes). 

My only real complaint I have is they didn't sample 'Monty Python's Life 
Of Brian', though a caller did phone in a snippet of the 'St. Victor' bit 
from their 'Contractual Obligation Album'. 

This dies confirms my pointless rant compairing Richard Lyon's trio 
of 'Dick' characters (Seeland, Vaughn & Goodbody) to Andy Kaufman and 
some of Dan Ackroyd's early SNL characters. Maybe I'll fclump this in one 
of these pages...one of these days. 

Regaurdlessly, I can only wonder what would be the next phase for 
the Dick 'family'...'POPE DICK'?!

When I organized the Morrhythm label, I challenged our 
producers to "cram more rhythm into those grooves than 
..." As you can see by our recent releases they have 
accepted the challenge successfully.

235 subsequently published 3 issues of the weird 
and offensive FOD! Maggotzine, then formed 
Surface Noise with copyshop co-worker Noise. 
He currently resides in the Detroit area, where he 
hopes to establish the first Surface Noise fran¬ 
chise. 

GUITARIST NOISE: Born and bred in Toronto, 
his early musical education came from hanging 
out at a local music shop. Noise started experi¬ 
menting with electronics and synthesizers at the 
age of 16, and could often be found hiding out in 
York University's electronic music studios. After 
doing session work on the Toronto reggae cir¬ 
cuit, he started playing alternative material with 
his band, All the Rage. Noise has worked with 
T.O. locals H.U.M and Mana, along with several 
other small projects. He no longer has funny hair.
